Similar to putting a jig-saw puzzle 
together very well describes the 
work of August Schultz, of Gifford, 
Inc^, as he crawls into the fireboxes 
of Collegeville’s powerhouse furnaces 
and relines their walls with fire- 
brick. 

Mr. Schultz, an expert at his 
trade, who drives back, and forth 
from Gifford every day, has at his 
fingertips about four types of bricks; 
each then feas three~oF~ four 

different sizes. Working with large 
rectangular bricks to square ones, 
and big ‘number three wedges’ down 
to feather edged wedges, Mr. Schultz 
has a special place for them all. 

Taking only a small section of 
the wall at a time, he removes the 
old, eaten-away brick and replaces 
it with the new.
